Of course, if the avithdrawal of 
the Russian troops really is due 
to a serious shortage of ammuni- 
tion, time may yet be left for a 
new offensive by the Russians if 
enough supplies of ammunition 
are shipped in. But in all prob- 
ability the time for a grand of- 
fensive in the Russian campaign 
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months, and it is doubtful if the 
Russians, even with new supplies 
of ammunition, will be Willing to 
project another offensive. 

Ewery indication points to a 
growing and very marked dissat- 
isfaction in Russia with the inac- 
tion of the allies on the western 
front.

HE second year of the European 
war opens today. On August 1. 
1914, -Germany declared war 
against Russia and the last chance 
i vanished of localizing the Austro- 
Servian war, declared three days pre- 

viously by Austria-Hungary. 
Ps,” All the great powers of Europe were 
é drawn into a struggle the like of which 
i histery has not heretofore recorded. 
. Eleven nations are at war and almost 
. all lands are affected, directly or in- 
dizrectiy. Millions of men have been 
killed, wounded or carried to captivi- 
ty tn hostile countries. Billions of 
dollars have been expended. Thous- 
ands of square miles of territory have 
been devastated and hundreds of cities 
and towns laid waste: Half the world 
ie in mourning for the dead. And 
although the war has been in progress 
with wnexampled fury for a year, the 
result may be summarized in one-half 
sentence: No decisive results have 
been achieved and the end is not in 

gight. 

Determination to pursue the war to 
a decisive ending has been expressed 
by high officials of all the belligerent 
nations, preparations are being made 
for next winter's campaign, and, in 
fact, indications from Europe are that 
it is more likely to increase in size 
rather than decrease. It is still an 
open question whether Bulgaria, Ru- 
mania or Greece will be drawn in. 

In view of the immensity of the 
struggle, previous standards count for 
little in considering the price the 
world is paying. The figures involved 
are so Vast as to convey little mean-

out their treasures of men and gold 
without limit. The usual standards 
of life have been subordinated or dis. 
regarded, and in some cases social, in- 
dustrial and political activities have 
been virtually reorganized on a mili-

Great 
losses are being occasioned by the 
cessation or curtailment of many 
forms of productive industry. The 


energies of the world have been large- 


ly diverted to making war. Factories 
of all sorts have been turned over to 
the making of war munitions, men 
taken from mill and field, to be re- 
placed by women, old men and chil- 
dren. Economists assert that for 
generations to come the world will 
feel the effect of the huge losses, in 
the burden of taxation and otherwise, 
and sociologists make conflicting pre- 
dictions as to its moral, physical and 
psychological effect on generations 
living and to come. 

Neutrals as well as belligerents have 
been affected. The financial strin- 


gency which followed the outbreak of 


war was world-wide. The United 
States, in common with other neu- 
trails, has been confronted with the 
threatened abridgement of its rights, 
particularly at sea, and has sent notes 
of remonstrance to England and Ger- 
many, the complications with the lat- 
ter country following the sinking of 
the Lusitania giving especial concern. 

The war has been attended with 
many unexpected features, one of 
which is ite protraction. It had been 
believed that such a struggle would 
be of comparatively short duration, on 
account of the cost and lose of life it 
would entail At the outset it was 
commonly said that within less than 
a year the nations involved would be 
compelled to seek peace through 
financial exhaustion, if for no other 
reason. While each side has won its 
victories, no final results have been 
reached in any of the campaigns. 
with a few minor exceptions of the 
lesser operations in distant colonies. 
Over the greater part of the Franco- 
Belgian front the opposing millions 
are facing each other in the same 
positions as tast September. Move- 
ments on the eastern front have been 
wider, but with no signs of @n ap- 
roaching decision. 

The German plan is generally as- 
sumed to Rave been to deal first with 
France, inthe early weeks of the war, 
before the Russian army, slower t» 
mobilize, was able to present a serious 
menace; and then to turn on Russia. 
The fierce resistance of Belgium and 
the unexpectedly quick mobilization 
of both the French and Russian 
armies prevented the full fruition of 
this plan. Nevertheless Germany has 
been able to hold her own on both the 
eastern and western fronts. 

In reality the struggle of the eleven 
nations is divided into a number of 
separate wars, related to each other 
in only a general way. The whole 
field of military operations may be 
summarized as follows: 

In France and Belgium Germany is 
battling with Great Britain, France 
and Belgium. In August Germany 
invaded Belgium and France, push- 
ing southward almost to the gates 
of Paris. Following the battle of the 
Marne, perhaps the most important 
contest of the war thus far, the Ger- 


mans were compelled to retreat and 
have since held an intrenched line 
from the Belgian coast to Alsace, re- 
taining possession of northeastern 
France and most of Belgium. In this 
theater the war has been so even that 
the capture of a group of houses or 
a few yards of trenches has been con-

Rus- 
sian armies invaded Galicia and 
Bukowina, capturing most of the for- 
mer province, but lost the greater 
part of this territorv as a result of 
Field Marshal Von Mackensen’s great 
drive from Cracow. The Germans 
invaded Russian Poland, and their at- 
tempts to capture Warsaw led to som 
of the deadliest fighting of the war. 
In time the struggle here settled down 
to trench warfare, much as in the 
west, with Germany retaining a large 
Part of Russian Poland. Russian in- 
vasions of Fast Prussia resulted in 
disastrous defeats. Further north, the 
Germans swept into the Baltic prov- 
inces of Russia, capturing Libau, on 
the sea. The unprecedented exten- 
sion of battle lines which thie war has 
witnessed reached ite most remarkable 
exemplification in this campaign, 
in which the front has been drawn 
out more than 600 miles, from the 
Baltic to Bukowina. 

Italy, after ten months of uncer- 
tainty, begzan war with Austria-Hun- 
gary. in May, and has occupied a 
fringe of Austrian territory in the 
mountainous region to the north. 


Trent and Trieste are the objectives | 


of the Italian campaign. Owing to the 
difficult nature of the ground neither 
of the antagonists has made much 
headway. 

On the Gallipoli peninsula, in the 
Dardanelles and in the Bosphorus 
Turkey, ajded by her Teutonic allies, 
is at war with France, Great Britain 
and Russia, with possession of Con- 
stantinople as the great stake. Fol- 
lowing the failure of the naval as- 
sault on the Dardanelles by an Anglo- 
French fleet, troops were landed on 
the peninsula. Few details of this 
campaign are available, and little is 
known beyond the fact that the fight- 
ing has been particularly severe, and 
that the allies have occupied and 
retained the tip of the peninsula.

The insular possessions of Germany 
in the Pacific were captured by Great 
Britain and Japan. 

Tsing-tao, the German fortress in 
China was captured by the Japanese, 
aided by a British contingent. 

On the seas there have been no 
great battles. Great Britain's su- 
premacy, owing to the overwhelming 
size of her fleet, has not been disputed 
to the ultimate issue, the main Ger- 
man fleet having remained in home 
waters. Two German cruisers which 
were in the Mediterranean when war 
began went to the Dardanelles, and 
were‘acquired by Turkey. A few Ger- 
man cruisers and converted merchant- 
men, including the famous Emden, 
and the Karlsruhe, Kronprinz Wil- 
helm and Prinz lBitel Friedrich, 
raided shipping of the albies for a 
time, but were eventually sunk or 
forced to Intern in neutral ports. 

The Austro-Hungarian fleet has re- 
mained in the Adriatic and the Turk- 
ish fleet has been kept frem the Aege- 
an. Germany's merchant marine has 
been swept from the seas. 

There have been several naval bat- 
tles of importance. however. In the 
first month of the war Rear-Admiral 
Beatty's equadron dashed into Helgo- 
land Bight. near the great ‘German 
naval station, and sank three Ger- 
man cruisers and two torpedo boat 
destroyers. In January occurred a 
battle in the North Sea between Brit- 
ish warships and a German squadron 
which presumably was attempting a 
raid on the English coast. In this 
battle the German cruiser Bluecher 
was sunk. 

The German Far East Squadron de- 
feated Vice-Admiral Craddock's Brit- 
ish squadron off the Chilean coast on 
November 1, sinking the Good Hope 
and Monmouth. The British obtained 
their revenge In December when, off 
the Falkland Islands, a powerful 
British eqguadron defeated the Ger- 
mans, sinking the Scharnhorst, Gneise- 
nau, Leipzig and Nuernbersg. 

German squadrons have twice at- 
tacked the English coast, causing some 
loss of life and damage to property. 
English towns including London have 
also been attacked by German air- 
craft, which have made several suc- 
ceseful trips across the North Sea, 
raiding points on the east coast. 

Methods of fighting have been al- 

tered radically in consequence of the 
lessons learned in the first year of the 
war. It has been pre-eminently a war 
of machines. The resources afforded 
by modern scientific development 
have been taxed to devise new in- 
struments of death and destruction 
more potent than ever had been em- 
ployed. It has been also a war of 
surprises. New problems have arisen, 
necessitating reconstruction of the 
theory of war. Plans and methods 
heretofore approved by authorities on 
military affairs were discarded, and 
the staffe of the various armies were 
compelled to grapple with situations 
for which there was no precedent. 
_ The firet great surprise of the war 
was the German 42-centjmeter (16% - 
inch) gun, which hurl some 15 
miles a shell weighing

be almost impregnable,

The 
Austrian 12-inch howiltzer also has 
proved exceptionally efficient. The 
French 75-millimeter gun is regarded 
as one of the most effective field 
pieces. 

On all the Puropean battlefields ar- 
tillery has been the main reliance of 
the various armies. Trenches bristle 
with machine guns, which military 
men say bid fair to relegate the rifle 
to a secondary place. It was with ar- 
tillery that the Austro-German forces 
blasted their way across Galicia a few 
weeks ‘ago, making what was said to 
be the greatest concentration of heavy 
and light field pieces ever seen. With 
artillery the British won at Neuve 
Chapelle, the Germgnse at Solssons. 
Every considerable movement of in- 
fantry is preceded by a heavy artillery 
bombardment, and frequently the tn- 
fantry has little more to do than oc- 
cupy the positions of the enemy made 
untenable by artillery fire.

GERMAN POLICY 
OF NAVAL WAR. 


First Weaken and then to 
Attack British Fleet. 


Review of the Engagements 
at Sea for the Year. 


Capt. Persius Draws a Lesson 
from the Chronicle. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

BERLIN, July 31.—Although the 
main German and British fleets have 
not been matched in battle, the end- 
ing of the firet year of the war finds 
that Germany has distinguished her- 
self at sea, says Capt. IL. Persius in 4 
naval review prepared for the Asso- 
ciated Press. Capt. Persius, formerly 
an officer of the German navy, is 4 
recognized authority on German naval 
affairs and is naval expert of the Rer- 
liner Tageblatt. He states that Ger- 
many’s policy has been to attempt to 
weaken her chief opponent at sea 
by using submarines and mines, to a 
point where there will be some pros- 
pect of success of an attack on the 
main British fleet. His review fol- 


lows: 


“The German fleet may boast that 
the offensive spirit it has displayed 
has constituted the most prominent 
and decisive feature of all the naval 
war theaters. War was declared 
against Russia on August 1, and on 
August 2 the cruiser Augsberg bom- 
barded the Russian war port of L/Ij- 
bau. The deciaration of war against 
France was issued August 3, and on 
the following dav the crulsers GCoeben 
and Breslau shel!ed the troop embar- 
kation points of Phillipeville and 
Bona, on the North African coast. 
Finally Engiand declared war on Aug- 
vat 4, and on the 8th the minelayer 
Koentigin Luise planted mines at the 
mouth of the Thames, one of which 
destroyed the cruiser Amphion. 

“We thus see that from the very 
beginning German warships displayed 
a spirit of daring offensiveness. Not 
only in Buropean waters but in die- 
tant seas we heard of victorious com- 
bats wherein our cruisers were en- 
gaged. In a majority of cases the 
foreign cruisers, ike the home units, 
fought against much superior forces. 

“In Germany the gigantic task of 
our sea forces is in no wise underes- 
timated. We know that the British 
fleet alone, so far as materia! 
strength is concerned, is considerably 
more than twice our superior, but we 
are certain that the same heroic 


spirit of determination to win exists 
in the fleet as in the army. and that

CRITICS AROUSE 
REDFIELD’S IRE. 


Attacks in Eastland Inquiry 
Stir up Secretary. 


Promises to Get at Truth of 
‘the Great Disaster. 


Will Investigate All Charges 
Whenever Presented.

CHICAGO, July 31.—With one week 
elapsed since the steamer Eastland 
Sank at its wharf with 2500 excur+ 
sionists on board, investigation to de- 
termine blame for the accident had 
simmered down to a Federal grand 
jury inquiry, although a county grand 
jury continued to hear testimony and 
Secretary Redfield of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce went ahead with 
the steamboat inspection examina- } 
tion required by law. 
Federal Judge Landis forbade the 
examination by others of witnesses 
desired for the Federal grand jury 
and had taken possession of the ship 
= all documentary evidence avail- 
able. 
Secretary Redfield today took no- 
tice of adverse criticism of his in- 
quiry and in a speech before the 
hearing, said was profoundly 
Pained by the attacks made on him 
before he had had time to delve into 
the case. He offered to make any 
sort of an investigation any one could 
suggest, provided charges were prop- 
erly filed against one. 
One body was recovered from the 
Eastland today, making the total 
dead 836. While 158 are still report- 
ed missing by the Western Electric 
Company, giving a possible total of 
994. the list has rapidly 
dwindled. 
* REDFIELD’S STATEMENT. 


Secretary Redfield issued this 
statement: 

“I am willing and ready to 
search every corner and cranny for 
the ultimate truth as regards the 
United States inspection service and 
the Eastiand disaster. I came to 
Citieago for thai purpose, and my 
purpese has never wavered. 

“Il am sorry; I am hurt. I have 
been mistreated and prejudged by 
the Chicage press and by Chicago 
citizens. 
“Mr. Thurman, the solicitor for my 
department, a man whose judgment 
in legal matters I am bound to follow, 
has told-me that to widen this inves- 
tigation would be beyond my power. 
I would be disobeying the law and 
breaking my oath of office in doing 
as he asks. I have already stretched 
the law to the breaking point in this 
inquiry by sending to Washington for 
expert witnesses in an effort io bring 
out the truth and the whole of it. 
I can not go further in that direction. 
“I now give to the citizens of Chi- 
cago my solemn promise that If 
charges are presented to me ag head 
of the Department of Commerce of 
the nation against either individual 
inspectors or the service as a whole, 
those charges will have my fullest 
consideration and my undivided at- 
tention, and I will spare neither time, 
energy nor money in arriving at the 
truth. 

“However, I must say in my own 
defense, such charg*s have not yet 
been presented. They have been 
asked for,- but thus far they are 
wanting. I will not hoid any man 
up to public seorn; I will not con- 
man until] that man has 
had an opportunity to be heard.”

In fact, it has exercised a dominating 
influence over land operations, and 
to its use, perhaps more than any 
other single factor, may be ascribed 
the deadlock month after month in 
the principal fields of battle.

CALEXICO, July 31.—Over his sig- 
nature as “Consul of Mexico,” M. G. 
Paredes, Carranza representative here, 
this afternoon gave out the following 
statement: 

“I wish to advise all parties con- 
cerned that contracts, concessions, 
agreements or real estate transactions 
wherein the interests of the Mexican 
nation are involved are subject to the 
consideration, approval or disapproval 
of the Federal government, which is 
being represented by virtue of the 
‘plan of Guadalupe’ by Senor Don 
Venustiano Carranza, first chief of the 
Constitutionalist army and in charge 
of the executive power. 

“Furthermore, the so-called Gov- 
ernor of the northern district of Lower 
California, Esteban Cantu, has no 
| right or authority to approve of said 
| agreements or grant said concessions, 
and even if he had. said transactions 
would have to be considered, approved 
or disapproved by the Federal govern- 
ment. 

“Therefore his mere approval ts en- 
tirely insufficient and will be null and 
void.

OLDS INQUEST 
BY MEGAPHONE. 


SHOUTS ACROSS RIVER AT THE 
JURY AND WITNESSES. 


Tulare County Coroner has «a 
Strange Experience After Drown- 
ing of Los Angeles Man in the 
Hilie—Accidental Death Verdict. 


Body to be Brought Here. 


Unprecedented in the annals of Tu- 
lare county was the proceeding Fri- 
day when Coroner Brooks empaneled 
a jury and examined witnesses by 
megaphone for an inquisition into the 
death of C. E. Butrick of this city, 
55 years old, an employee of the Edi- 
son Power Company, whose body was 
found on the bank of the Kern River 
in Dry Meadows, sixty miles east of 
Porterville, in the mountains. 

The Coroner returned to Porterville 
from the mountains yesterday, taking 


the body. 

Owing to high water in the Kern 
River, fellow-employees were unable 
to cross to the spot where the body 
was Tound, and after they ha@ been 
summoned by telephone through Por- 
terville and Bakersfield, the jury and 
witnesses remained on the south bank 
of the river, while Coroner Brooks 
on the opposite bank administered the 
oath to the jury and questioned wit- 
nesses. 

Mr. Butrick started from the Edi- 
son company’s camp on Kern River, 
July 2, on a fishing trip, and although 
search parties worked constantly for 
two weeks, were unable to find a trace 
of him. His body was found Wednes- 
day by fishemen several miles below 
the camp. He had fallen in the river 
and drowned. 

Liewellyn G. Butrick, a son, who 
lives with the widow at No. 909 West 
Court street, said last night that he 
received a long-distance telephone 
call from his brother, Charies, ac- 
quainting him with ‘the fact that the 
Coroner's jury had brought in a ver- 
» ag of accidental death from drown- 
ng.

It 
is expected to arrive today. Funeral 
services will be conducted in the 
Faris-Carmichael pariors tomorrow 
afternoon at 2:30 o'clock.

“No one who is familiar with the political 
history of the State fails to recognize the 
cemplete identification of the reactionary 
elements that are behind this referendum 
with the evil system of plutocratic govern- 
ment that oppressed the State for many 
generations.”

That there is a strong- 
ly-defined sentiment against the Young bills 
is evidenced by the fact that the circulators 
of the referendum petitions report that not 
one person in four approached declined to 
sign them. But it is in the crystallization 
of this feeling that the difficulty arises.

TSORDER “REIGNS IN WARSAW.” 

Burning her own cities, when she is 
unable to hold them, is not a new policy of 
Russia. On September 13, 1812, six days 
after the battle of Borodino, in which the 
Russians were completely vanquished by 
Napoleon, they evacuated Moscow, leaving 
11,000 of their own wounded to perish in its 
hospitals. The Russian troops were given 
license to pillage the city and they availed 
themselves of it to the extent of everything 
that was portable on their backs or could 
be earried in wagons. The next day the 
French occupied the city and proceeded to 
gather such loose property as the retiring 
Russians had left. That night, while Napo- 
leon was waiting for a deputation of Mos- 
cow notables, the city was set on fire by 
its own inhabitants and the people aban- 
doned it. 

A few weeks afterwards, as winter ap- 
proached, Napoleon, for lack of shelter and 
food for his army, was compelled to abandon 
Moscow, after attempting unsuccessfully to 
blow up the Kremlin and after firing such 
parts of the city as had escaped the pre- 
vious conflagration. Historians mark the 
retreat from Moscow as the beginning of 
Napoleon's downfall. 

The Russians of 1915 are repeating at 
Warsaw the action of their forefathers at 
Moscow in 1813. , 

Warsaw was annexed to Poland in 1526, 
and in 1572 became its capital. From the 
seventeenth century possession of it was 
continually disputed by the Swedes, the 
Russians and the Austrians. Charles Gus- 
tavus of Sweden took it in 1655 and kept it 
for a year; the Poles retook it in 1656, but 
lost it again almost immediately. Charles 
XII took it in 1702, but, in the following 
year, peace was made between the Swedes 
and the Poles, and Warsaw became free 
again, In 1764 the Russians took possession 
of In 1773 the first partition of Poland 
In 1794 the Russians took it

“order reigns in Warsaw.” 

For twenty-five years Warsaw remained 
under severe military rule. In 1862 an at- 
| tempt was made to secure the independence 
of Poland, but, efter a bloody repression, 
the Russians again triumphed. 

Russia is now compelled to relinquish 
Warsaw to the German forces, not for lack 
of soldiers, but for lack of ammunition, and 
she is signaling her departure by a shame- 
She is 
destroying what she is unable to hold. 
While her armies have been holding back 
the German forces, she has had hourly 
trains on six great trunk lines carrying the 
people of Warsaw, with such of their pos 
sessions as are portable, to remote parts 
of Russia. It is estimated that 350,000 peo- 
ple, or more than half the population of 


all are gone who are willing to go, and all 
transportable property has been sent out, 
the Russian army will dynamite and fire

In case you wish to establish a 
credit with a store, you are usually 
expected to give references, or in case 
you are well-known and an unques- 
tioned resident, this is waived. It is 
the business of the credit office to as- 
certain just about what you will ex- 
pend during each month and it is the 
mission of the head credit man to 
keep an eye upon you and see that 
you do not ingly exceed this 
amount. 

Have you ever stopped to think of 
the cost of keeping the accounts of 
a big store? How many hands must 
come in contact with your “bill” be- 
fore it reaches you and you send in 
your check? When, in addition to the 
goods actually purchased, you have 
the habit of sending home quantities 
of articles “on approval” or have 4 
mania for “exchanging.” as I am 
sorry to say many women have, think 
of the expense attached to the hand- 
ling of those items which nets the 
store nothing! When this is con- 
sidered, it is not surprising that some 
of the large Eastern establishments 
are considering the discontinuance of 
the “exchange” and “approval” privi- 
leges. Fach delivery costs the store 
something and when goods are de- 
livered and re-delivered, i means 
dead loss, to just that amount. 
time may not be far distant,” said a 
writer on the subject. “when stores 
will be obliged, in self defense, to 
charge for deliveriés of goods.” 

FREE EDUCATION. 

The “free” features in connection 
with large city stores have reached 
enormous proportions. .When you 
think of the free ant elegantly 
equipped rest rooms, the tollet privi- 
leges, the sanitary drinking fountains, 
the writing facilities and the many 
entertaining and educational features 
in connection with the big stores, 
and contrast them with the dearth of 
such comforts but a few years ago, 
you realize how much expense must 
have gone to bring about the pres- 
ent state of things. In one store in 
our city, sco of children are ac- 
tually being educated in special lines. 
auch as declamation, singing, music 
and the dramatic erts, absolutely 
without cost to their parents. This 
plan originated as a mere entertain- 
ment for the children on Saturdays, 
to give their parents freedom to shop 
or seek recreation, but from a Fairy- 
land of story-telling, it has wn in- 
to a genuinely educat oppor- 
tunity. 

Another free feature fe the main- 
tenance of a furnished bungalow 
where good taste in housefurnishing 
is demonstrated. That the house runs 
the chance of benefitting by the ex- 
ample and inspiration does not de- 
tract from the benefit without ex- 

to the visitors there. 

A free dressmaking school is an- 
other feature which has benefitted 
patrons, while almost every store has 
ite bureau of advice on dress. 

Free Jectures upon nearly every 
subject of inte to women and to 
the home are given during the year 
in nearly every high class store, while 
the free exhibition of pictures and 
collections is taken as a matter of 
course by those who accept without 
thanks, or even recognition, all that 
is done for them. 

Most of the big stores are in 


degree, and yet the store went on 
doing business year after year, and 
you went on hoping that possibly next 
time the advertising might be frue. 

Now, it is doubtful if a store which 
advertised untruthfully could long re- 
main in business. It has taken the 
strictest care and attention to bring 
about this condition. The advertising 
office is a check on the merchandise 
for the reason that it must endure 
censure if goods are not as repre- 
sented. The wording of the adver- 
tisement must be unequivocal. If 
goods are seconds, it must so, be 
stated; if half-price, this must be 
actually so. 

COST OF MISTAKES. 


In case a mistake is made in price, 
as sometimes occurs despite checking 
and re-checking, the error is traced to 
ite source. If it is the fault of the 
advertising office, it is laid at that 
door. If it is a fault tn the depart- 
mentor “section,” as the better class 
of store people prefer to call it—the 
deficit must be borne . It, on 
the other hand, the error is the fault 
of the newspaper in which the adver- 
tisemment is printed, that paper must 
bear the loss. In no instance, so far 
as known today, is the public made 
oe suffer for misstatements in adver- 

ne. 

For example, if full-fashioned silk 
hose of a certain description are ad- 
vertised to be sold for 25 cents at a 
certain store, and it is proved that the 
copy said ““75 cents,” the newspaper 
will be called upon to stand the dif- 
ference between the real and the ad- 
vertised price. The hose will be sold 
for the advertised price. If, on the 
other hand, the error rests with the 
house, it must “make good.” 

The claims for advertising space 
come from the heads of departments 
to that office and the requisitions for 
window space are made by the de- 
partments upon the head window 
manager. Often the advertising and 
the window space go hand in hand. 
Then there is the matter of sign cards 
to accompany the articles specially 
advertised. Space both in advertis- 
ing and in windows is apportioned 
equably among the departments in 
order that all may have a fair chance, 
for each department is conducted 
much as though it were an individual 
store and each head is responsibie for 
the success of that under him. This 
gives accasion for some good-natured 
rivairy. After the advertising goes 
out and before the sales begin, a 
last checker goes over the entire 
house, verifying the articles with ad- 
vertised prices. This last inspector 
goes on a shopping tour through the 
house, very much as you or I will do, 
later, when the doors afe open. 

DELIVERY SYSTEM. 


After the purchase of the article, it 
goes through many hands, and is 
checked over and over again, to make 
certain that addresses are correct, 
that charges or C. O. D.’s are right, 
and that- the pa@kage contains sales 
sitps and whatever else should ac- 
company it.

It is he who can, better than 
anyone else, perhaps, tell just how 
the day is going—whether sales will 
be large, small or moderate. Upon 
his tact, his knowledge, depends the 
friendship extended by the newcomer 
to the house. If repelled by a lack 
of information or courtesy, the would- 
be patron is a patron elsewhere. The 
floor men must know about the charge 
accounts and must “o. k.”" checks. 

Great discretionary powers are theirs, 
for to doubt tn the wrong place is as 
fatal as to repose confidence where it 
should be wanting. The person who 
has imagined that floor managers do 
not need brains has failed to realize 
all the demands upon these men, and 
those who invented—in opprobrium— 
the term “floor-walkers,” should re- 
mode! their vocabulary. 


SALARY AND SUCCESS. 


The buyers, in each section or de- 
partment, are as a rule, the head man- 
agers of their departments. The as- 
sistant managers of departments 
sometimes assist in buying and have 
charge Of stock in the departments. 
It takes a constant look ahead to see 
that stock is adequate to demands, 
not only for tomorrow but for the 
month, the season, the year. It takes 
judgment to buy just enough and not 
too much. Many times salaries de- 
pend upon the profits shown in de- 
partments and always whether fixed 
or partially by bonus, the salary de- 
pends upon success. 

In one of the medium-sized stores 
is employed the highest-salaried suit 
and gown saleswoman in the city. 
This woman never tries to sell you 
the wrong garment. She will not sell 
you a $100 gown in preference of a 
$50 one, if it is not suited to your 
style. She builds not for today’s 
sales, but for next year’s patronage 
and for that of the year following. 
She makes business for the house and 
for herself she has created a follow- 
ing which will accompany her any- 
where. This is her capital. Her sal- 
ary has gone up and up again, be- 
cause of this. She has been bought 
away from one house and then an- 
other because of her ability. It is 
needless to say that every house wants 
firet classe salespeople, since it muat 
depend upon them for its welfare, for 
ite very life.

Weighing Nebula Gas. 


{Pittsburgh Gazette Times:] By 
studying the light emitted _by a lum- 
inous gas, i is possible, by purely 
optical methods, to determine the 
temperature of the gas and also its 
atomic weight. 

Observations on the nebula in Orion 
have been pursued since 1911." By 
studying the lines in the spectrum of 
the nebula which are due jo hydrogen, 
it appears that the temperature of 
the hydrogen in the nebula is about 
15,000 degrees. 

The double ultra-violet line, which 
is attributed to the hypothetical gas 
called “nebulium,” gives as the atomic 
weight of this unknown gases the fig- 
ure 3.

Portraits in Plaster and Paint. 

Strong friendships between young 
American art students are often 
formed in Paris. Sometimes they even 
survive the ensuing transplahting 
period, when th® students have be- 
come artists seeking to take firm root 
in their native soil, and to bourgeon 
in their familiar air of home. 

Two such young artists have re- 
cently opened a studio in a pleasantly 
reconstructed barn at No. 702 West 
Twenty-seventh street. They are 
Elizabeth Edmond and ‘Helen Blum, 
the one a sculptor, the other a painter. 
Miss Edmond was born in Maine and 
Miss Blum in Chicago. but -Paris 
joined them for two years, and Las 
Angeles has at last completed the cir- 
ele of their friendship, Miss Hadmond 
has occupied the Twenty-seventh- 
street studio for a year, Miss Blum, 
coming from Chicago to Pasadena, 
sought her out six months ago. 

Miss Edmond worked in the Co- 
larose! school under various masters, 
Miss Blum studied, for the most part, 
under Henri Martin, though before 
that time she was a student of the 
Art Inetitute in Chicago and of Ed- 
mund Tarbell’s painting class in Bos- 
ton. The training of both young ar- 
tists, as you see, has been of the 
best, and their work shows it. They 
are thoroughly modern tin their 
methods, yet they have steered clear 
of all the freakish fads of the mo- 
ment—cubism and futuriem and what 
not. And to keep finely sane in the 
mad world of today is less easy than 


it 

a recent visit to the studio I 
found much to interest and ‘delight 
me. Scattered about, on easels and 
on tables and shelves, Were many por- 
traite in plaster and paint. The casta, 
in low relief and high. and in the 
round, were by Miss Edmond, the pie- 
tures were by Miss Blum. 

One of the most tiful of Miss 
Edmond'’s portraits is that of Robert 
Conran Gillis of Los Angeles, done in 
low relief. The greater part of. the 
figure is shown. The profile = keenly 
cut, that of a man at once im .gina- 
tive and practical; the fine. flexib 
hands are authoritatively mbddeled. In- 
deed, Miss Edmond its always strong 
in the realization her sitters 
hands, and te right tn ranking them 
with the face in the expression of 
character. I found—or thoyght I 
found—s«uggestions of the color of her 
models’ «hair and complexions, and 
the young sculptor admitted that she 
believed this could be indicated in 
clay. 

Among other notable portraits is 
that of Harmon Northrop Morse, pro- 
fessor of chemistry at Johns Hop- 
kins University, in unusually high re- 
Hef, because of the size and bulk of 


the sitter; that of Mrs. H. R. Boyn- Se 


ton. tn low relief; a small bust, in 
the round, of Miss Caroline Risque. 
Stil} others are medallion present- 
ments, remarkably simple and force- 
ful, yet subtie, of James meay, H. 

. Reynton, Jr, and Tkomas 8B. 
Hamilton of St. Louis. 

Rut Mise Edmond’s sculpture work 
ie not confined to portaiture. On the 
contrary, some of her best efforts have 
been in nude figures and tn the field of 
pure fancy and imagination. A par- 
ticularly effective composition is the 
panel recently completed for Robert 
Conran Gillis. It is ten feet by three 
in dimensions, and contains fourteen 
figures in relief, twelve of them being 
Indians, young and old, among them 
several nude infants, who are carry- 
ing the grains and fruits of autumn to 
two seated padres. Behind the figures, 
which move lIike an impressive 
pageant, are the arches of a mission. 
Miss Edmond had not seen Me- 
Groarty’s “Mission Play” when the 
pane! was executed, yet the work has 
much of the impassioned beauty of 
that idyll of early California. : 

Even lovelier is “In Arcady, 
which was modeled in Paris and ex- 
hibited In the Salon, where it was pur- 
chased by Mrs, Pethick Lawrence of 
London. Miss Bdmond’s replica shows 
us five young girls dancing in a ring, 
while two smal! boys are playing for 
them on Pan's reedy pipes. Youthful 
gaiety and innocent abandon are 
found in all the graceful lines of this 
panel. 

Much subtle grace with marvelous 
compactness of composition may 


noted in “Woman With Rabbit,” a 
crouching nude figure which less 
akiliful hands would have made 


clumsy. The dreamy abstractien of the 
woman's face is like the withdrawal of 
the women of Burne-Jones. Even 
greater grace is seen in the life size 
figure for a fountain, a charming nude 
boy of 8 bending back and lifting 
above his shoulder a deep basin with 
a carved brim. The firm, rounded 
limbe are modeled with a poetic ap- 
preciation of their beauty, and seem, 
in the plaster, a» yielding as flesh it- 
self. and the backward fling of the 
head is as free and fine as that of a 
young satyr. : 

The three portraits by Miss Blum 
show that her years of study with Ed- 
mund Tarbell have done much for 
her in bringing forward her own 
talent for color, refinement and sub- 
tleties of mood and expression.

; STONES THAT SPEAK. | 


[Washington Star:] One of the most 
remarkable of singing stones is to be 
found in t southwest coast of the 
Island of awali, in the group of 
islands bearing that name. This is a 
sand bank. It appears that a tone 
like that of a melodeon is produced 
by moving one’s hand in a_ circle 
through the loose sand. If the ob- 
server kneel, with both hands in jhe 
sand, and slide down the bank, the 
sound becomes louder and louder until 
it resembles distant thunder. The 
greatest sound is produced from this 
sand bank when one lies prone on it 
and another person drags him by the 
heels down the bank, carrying a large 
quantity of sand down with him. 
Blake discovered, by microscopic 
examination, thin section of the grain, 
which are of volcanic origin, and that 
each grain was perforated by a nar- 
row canal which, as a rule, was closed 
at one end. These peculiarly formed 
‘rains of sand seem to act as reron- 
ators, the air inclosed in them being 
brought Into vibration by the mutual! 
friction of the grains. When the sand 
is damp the sound is not produced, 


many of the tubular cavities are filled 
with water. 


The singing sands of Mount Sinal 
probably admit of a similar .explana- 
tion. Wellsted has described the sand 
as yielding beneath the feet of a Be- 
douin ciimbing down the slope, not 
flowing down in a continuous stream, 
but breaking away in large masses. At 
first the sound resembles the faint 
tones of an aeolian harp stirred by a 
gentle breeze, but| as the motion be- 


comes more rapid the sound is like | 


that produced by a wet finger rubbed 
on the rim of a wine glass, and when 
the sand arrives at the foot of the 
mountain it makes a noise like thun- 
der, which shakes the rock on which 
the traveler sits. 

This description is so similar to that 


of the singing sands of Hawali that 
the presence of hollow grains of sand 
would account for the phenomena of 
Sinai as well as for the other. On the 
other hand, Schubert has said that the 
Diebel Kanus, or Bell mountain, 400 
feet high is composed of sandstone 
boulders loosely thrown together and 
covered with loose sand. When dis- 
turbed by the foot this sand falls into 
the interstices between the rocks, pro- 
ducing a sound that resembles a dis- 
tant chime of belis and terminates in 
a roar. From this it appears that the 
falling of the sand between the bould- 
ers is at least a contributory cause of 
the sound and it may account for the 
whole phenomenon, even if the grains 
of sand are solid. According to Schu- 
bert. the Bedouins believe that the 
sounds come from the bells of a 
ruined Christian monastery. 

Sounds of a very different character 
and origin are emitted by certain 
rocky cliffs in the Hartz Mountains 
and in the Pyrenees. Two precipitous 
cliffs in the Hartz, near Schierke, are 
called “the Snorers,” from the peculiar 
sounds which the southwest wind 
draws from them.

Jotlois and Devil- 
liers assume that the superficial layer, 
heated quickly by -he sun's rays, sep- 
arates from the deeper and colder 
layers. Roziere speaks of the forma- 
tion and extension of cracks between 
harder and softer minerals. Cordier 
assumes separation of quarts and 
other crystals from the surrounding 
magma, and finds an analogy in the 
sound emited by ice expoged to sud 
den changes in temperature. Herschel 
compares the phenomena to 
crackling of an iron grate w 
heated. 

All of these conceptions and anal- 
ogies, it has been pointed out, are 
legitimate, but it is very doubtful 
whether they are adequate, for the 
question is not only with sounds that 
are heard only when the ear is laid 
on the rock. In Karnak and Philae 
the sounds have attracted the atten- 
tion of persons who were not listening 
for them. Cordier admits that many 
little cracks would be required to 
produce the sound. To others it ap- 
pears more likely that a fragmant of 
stone becomes detached and falis on 
a projection below. This supposition 
accounts for the ringing quality of 
the sound. Possibly, however, a sim- 
ilar sound might be produce4 by an 
internal fracture.

Shanghai tells all about it. For many 
years China exported eggs to Japan, 
Russia, Siberia, Hongkong and the 
Philippines, but only since the Under- 
wood tariff went into effect have its 
shipments to the United States reached 
“noticeable proportiofa,”” as Mr. Bar- 
rett phrases it. Shanghai alone sent 
3,600,000 dozen eggs from brown Leg- 
Lorn hens to the United States in 1914. 
The withdrawal of certain merchant 
vessels from the Pacific, as an incident 
Of the war, caused a great decline. 
Prior to that decline Chinese eggs 
were sold in St. Louis. Everbody who 
has heard Gov. Major's pean on the 
Misseuri hen has marveled at the abt'- 
ity of a hen in a heathen country, 
thousands of miles away, to compete 
with the most civilized and highly de- 
veloped hen in the world. But. Mr. Bar- 
rett solves the mystery. The conditions 
in China are responsible. 

The chickens are fed principally on 
rice. There are no great exe farms. 
Production of éggs is ‘somewhat inci- 
dental to the other principal agricu!- 
tural activities of the Chinese farmer.” 
Mr. Barrett adds, without appareni 
relevancy: “The daily wage of a Chi- 
nese farm hands amounts to, approxi- 
mately, 10 cents.” The Chinese farmer 
generally sells his eggs at about $4.60 
a thousand, according to Mr. Barrett. 
This is a little over a nickel a dozen. 
Nanking farmers do not do so well, ac- 
cording to Vice-Consu! Gilbert, writing 
in the same issue. Eggs there are sold 
at from 40 to 42 cents a gross or 
from 23 1-3 to 3% cents a dozen. Fresh 
eggs are consigned from there to San 
Francisco at $0.046 a dozen, while 
eges frozen in tins are consigned to 
New York at $0.03 a dozen.

Of course, after the young doctor tn phil- 
ology comes to board with the neighbor and 
rest from the labors of lexiconic compila- 


tion, life becomes all the more Interesting 


for Prof. Upton. The young word doctor 
isn’t a man at all, but a woman with the 
celestial name of Stella—and entitled to it. 
There is nothing at all Bostonese about 
these erudite youngsters (for years don't 
count in an idy!: and besides neither of 
them is over thirty.) and he who has 
growled because women are always given 
advice, begs her to keep busy making sug- 
gestions. 

He doesn’t want to marry; rather feels 
that a wife would be a nuisance and all 
that sort of thing. So Stella goes back 
to the city to chase elusive etymological 
facts to their obscure hiding places, and 
the professor wanders lonesomely around 
his broad acres and wonders what is the 
matter with the old world, anyway. 

Needless to say, the old world recovers its 
brightness and flowers bloom for him and 
her as they bloom at no place else in the 
country. The reader doesn’t have the door 
of Twin Fires shut ‘in his face until after 
being allowed to pry and peek into every 
nook and corner and to watch for some 
time Stella and the professor and the other 
little fellow who comes to rule the house 
hold from a cradle. ; 


A HOST OF HEAVENLY VILLAINS. 
PIRATES OF THE SKY. Fy Stephen Gaillard.

R. GAILLARD has set out with a grim 
M imagination puffing strenuously to 
give the reader the thrill of his young 
life. 

These sky pirates are terrible fellows; 
they threaten to blow out this little candle 
of civilization because, being anarchists, 
they are determined to end the govern- 
menta] barbarities of Russia. 

However, instead of dropping bombs up-

Then sometimes his trony melts into 
sadness, as in the “Princess Wearybrows,” 
a fanciful allegory of the college campus

and who gave her sons “stars to play with.”) 

The mists of fancy drift and rise about 
these curious inventions af Patrick Scarlet. 
His fairy tales know nothing of the corres- 
pondence school’s technic, and ene can't in- 
spect his visions closely nor get a sustained 
focus on them. Again and again he flutters 
playfully close to the absurd, dips his wings 
into stillness, then up and away to the sub- 
lime, where he flutters as sportively. 

And thus we have a book of tales for the 
wise children; or, as he calls it, “a brev- 
lary of rising inflections for the Disiliu- 
sioned” who have learned that heavy-footed, 
shrill-voiced, insistent Logic is deceitful as 
well as tiresome.

Regarding the first meeting and subse 
quent friendship with Carlyle, the biog- 
rapher whimsically points out: “The good 
genius which brought them together for a 
day benigniy parted them upon the morrow; 
they separated before the inevitable disso 
nances had time to emerge; and the trusty 
Atlantic Ocean mounted guard upon their 
friendship.” 

The vital influences in Emerson's life, 
and nothing unessential, receive attention. 
Most satistying, indeed, is the commendable 
manner in which Mr. Firkins shows him to 
have been a man not addicted to all the 
aenemic pieties ascribed by student clubs 
and worshipful commentators of recent 
years. Though gentle and dignified, sympa- 
thetic and sincere, as nearly flawless in 
character as perhaps any man of the cen- 
tury, still he was far from being witheut 
human characteristics. 

Not the least valuable of Mr. Firkins’s 
estimable work is that part of it devoted 
to an analysis and discussion of Emerson's 
prose and prosody, to the texture of them, 
as well as to the sentiments and philosophy. 

It may be sald accurately, Mr. Firkins has 
shown that a biographer may praise without 
laudation, and with carefully balanced mod- 
eration may criticise without fault finding.

666 MMON SENSE’ APPLIED TO 
WOMAN SUFFRAGE” is less 
revolutionary, but no less valu- 
able fo its purpose than when it appeared 
some twenty years ago. Victory has at- 
tended the standards of women in many 
States, but in New York, where Dr. Jacobi 
was foremost tn the fight, the situation re 
mains doubtful -with the women, however, 
growing in numbers and in enthusiasm, aad 
the “antis” in the last ditch desperately 
postponing the inevitable at each election.

HISTORICAL MONUMENT RUINED. 


The Famous Bronze Lion at Water-. 
loo to Have Been Converted 
into Projectiles by Germans. 
[Washington Star:] A little more 
than a century ago, June 18, 1815, the; 
battle of Waterloo was fought, one of 
the world’s most momentous conflicts. 
Since that day the field has been vis- 
ited by countless thousands of tour- 
ists, who have studied the small space 
within which the fortunes of Europe 
were settied in a fight that, com- 
pared with the hostilities of today, was 
a mere skirmish in point of numbers 


and area. 

chief interest at Waterloo—the 
battle was, in fact, not fought at 
Waterloo, but some distance south of 
the village—is a great mound of earth 
surmounted by a bronze lion, made 
some years after the battle to mark 
the spot where the Prince of Orange 
was wounded and to commemorate 
the defeat of Napoleon by the British 
and German allies 

The mound is 200 feet high, com- 
posed of earth taken rrom the sur- 
rounding fields. The bronze lion at the 
summit weighs twenty-eight tons, and 
was cast from the metal of captured 
French cannon. It ia related that in 
1832 the French soldiers, marching -—- 
across hte field of Waterloo on their 
way to Antwerp, hacked off part of 
the lion's tail to indicate their disap- 
proval of this conspicuous token of a 

nch defeat. 

Word has lately reached this coun- 
try that the bronze lion, which has 
been accepted by the Belgian people 
for nearly a century as a symbol oo: 
their independence, has been removea 
from its pedestal by the Germans and 
melted into ammunition for use 
against the British, French and Bel- 
gian forces, If this be true, the French 
eannon of 1815 have passed by a 
strange metamorphosis into German | 
projectiles. used by one of the allies | 
of the Waterloo campaign against an- 
other of the allies and their common 
foe of a century ago.

Only the front teeth had any resem- 
blance to natural teeth, being 
faced with porcelain. How- 
ever, this did not conceal the 
presence of the bridge, because 
the metal showed at the top 
and bottom of each tooth, and 
the supporting teeth had to 
carry full gold crowns. No 
doubt you have seen people 
with old-style bridgework whose 
mouths had the appearance of 
a small gold mine. 

The new kind of bridgework 
permits the restoration of miss- 
ing teeth without bringing any 
metal into view. The gold crown 
or anchor teeth can be done 
away with, so that the whole set

when completed ts an even row of natural- 
looking white teeth. Even the grinding surfaces of 
the teeth can be of porcelain, to match the remain- 
ing teeth, whereas in the old-style bridgework the 
grinding surfaces were of gold. 

Bridgework is for people who 
have lost a few teeth and want 
to avoid the use of a partial 
plate. The partial plate is often 
a source of much annoyance, 
but this new bridgework offers 
a perfect substitute for the miss- 
ing teeth. It is attached per- 
manently in the mouth, and 
there is nothing about it to re 
mind the wearer that he has 
artificial teeth.

Theory and Practice. 
IGHTS OF LABOR 
AND ITS FAULTS. 


[Pierre N. Beringer in American 
Industries:] It has been established 
by careful investigation that wages 
in this country and in France are no 
lower in towns or establishments 
where welfare work is strictly carried 
out and where organization has lan- 
guished than elsewhere. 

There are seven of the largest ma- 
chinery product houses in this coun- 
try that have established welfare 
work, thirteen electrical supply manu- 
facturers of the larger kind, the three 
largest woolen mills, hundreds of 
clothing factories, the two largest 
paint factories in the world, ten food- 
stuffs factories, fifty of the large print- 
ing establishments, hundreds of de- 
partment stores, most of the mall or- 
der houses, the telephone and tele- 
graph companies, and other public 
utilities, several of the large insur- 
ance companies, railway companies, 
express companies, hotels, etc. 

But while this work is going on for 
the betterment of labor, what is labor 
doing? 

It certainly has rights. How are 
these rights being exercised? A fun- 
damental right and duty devolves on 
every human being. That right is 
found in advancing himself educa- 
tionally, physically, and in every pos- 
sible way to liberty and a living. Most 
of us are siaves to circumstances and 
serfs to tradition and employment, but 
as the world grows older and better 
we advance and the worker and our 
fellowman advance as any unit ad- 
vances in the mass. But have work- 
ingmen, aside from incidental agita- 
tion as to wage through their unions, 
done anything to meet the general 
betterment trend of the employing 
force? Have they taken into con- 
sideration the great liquidation and 
leveling process that has affected the 
country generally’ Have you seen any 
great body of them taking cognizance 
of the fact that railroads and other 
public utilities have been losing 
money? Has there been any voluntary 
movement for lowering wage in any 
one industry or calling in order to 
lessen the load on the employer? Tag 
there been, from the standpoint of 
the employed, any cry that legislation 
Cease 


It may be remarked, too, that 
whenever capital concerns itself as to 
conditions it is with a view to better- 
Bg for all, and that whenever 

r concerns itself likewise it is 
only for the betterment of a certain 
kind of labor—the organized minor- 
ity, and to the exclusion and further 


' Here are some of the things the 
organized element, the militant active 
kind, has been doing: It has broken 
ite word in New York with the em- 
garment-makers. 

Incidentally by the confession of 
Dopey Bennie Fein it is shown that 
murders have been committed in its 
name. Fourteen leaders are under 
indictment and there is a fair pros- 
pect for the indictment of twenty 
more. In Detroit the street car men 
have brought on a general strike— 
which failed. On the Pacific Coast it 
is said strikes will be called in all the 
principal cities, mainly for an in- 
crease of wage, but always for recog- 
nition of the unions. In Chicago a 
tremendous struggle is on and, in 
other places, the labor union leaders, 
unmindful of the fact that business 
will not permit, are making demand 
for increased pay.

While the employers are devising 
means to arrive at solutions of the 
various difficulties presented, what are 
the labor chiefs doing? 

Are they attempting anything that 
will alleviate the wants of labor or 
bring labor and capital closer to- 
gether? The same old leaders are 
continued in power and that continu- 
ance is insured by the continuance

Has the organized element, as far 
as its controlling power is concerned, 
learned anything at all from the signs 
of the times?

In Hartford last Memorial Day the 
usual arrangements had been made 
for a parade of the local military and 
patriotic organizations.

Its members 
were patriotic: they would blow their 
heads off to free Poland or to honor 
the dead of their adopted land of 
freedom.

First Steps in Movement for 
Peace are Chronicled. 


Englishman Presents. Pro- 
posal to Von Romberg. 


Britain Represented to View 
the Conflict as a Draw.

(SPECIAL FOREIGN CORRESPONDENC } 

BERNE (Switsgeriland) July 4.— 
The first negotiations to end the war 
between England and Germany have 
taken place here in neutral Switz- 
erland. Acting in behalf of certain 
influences in Great Britain which be- 
eve the war a draw and favor a 
Peace which shall humiliate neither 
side, a prominent Englishman has 
come to Berne, travelling through 
France, and presented his proposals 
te Baron Von Romberg. the German 
Ambassador to Switzerland. The Ger- 
men diplomat received his visitor 
with every courtesy and at the end of 
@ long cenference promised to for- 
ward the proposals to Berlin. 

“Baron Von Romberg.” said the 
Englishman in summing up the re- 
sults of his mission, “considerej that 
the steps I had taken would be @ 
value in the sympathetic impression 

y¥ would evoke in Berlin, and 
trusted that I would continue my ef- 
forts in the same direction.”

BRITON’S SUGGESTION. 
The suggestion made by the Eng- 


-Mehman, which aroused the liveliest 


erest in the mind, was 

‘Let Germany formally restate her 
pesitior, announced when the war bhe- 
gan, that all she desires is a guarantee 
that she is safe from aggression, that 
nene of the Allies separately or to- 
gether will attack her. Let her an- 
mounce that she desires to annex no 
fonquered territory. By so doing, 
Germany will put the responsibility 
for continuing the war on the Allies, 
Who claim that their only object in 
fighting iw to reseve Belgium and 
France from aggression. Germany's 
announcement will mean that this 
@nd. has be®n already attained. Its 
effect on opinion in and 
France will be such that what woul 
then be a war of conquest on the part 
eof those nations cannot be continued. 


GERMAN CRITICISM. 


Before agreeing to transmit this 
oe to Berlin, the German Am- 
or criticised it. His main point 
was that any guarantees the Allies 
migit offer Germany that they would 
mpever attack her could not be ac- 
cepted because the promises might 
be troken. To this the envoy re- 
terted that Germany, In accepting the 
principle involved, would bind herself 
nothing. It would be for the Allies 
satisfy Germany of the value of 
their guarantees, and in this connec- 
tien the head of a neutral power, per- 
hape the President of the United 
Btates, might be of service. 

Back of the proporal made to 
Baron Von Romberg, in a general 
way, stands the International Labor 
Party in England, an organization de- 
fhounced in England as pro-German 
and a “nest of traitors,” but which 
has kept ite strength during the war, 
and has branches in every village 
and tewn in Englend. Besides the 
Labor party, the influence of a class 
Porresponding to the “intellectuals” 
of Rustia is to be discerne’d. An im- 


‘portant group at one of the classic 


Enelish universities, I learn from an- 
other source, is not unconnected with 
the peace propaganda. Let it be un- 
Gerstood that it is not claimed that 
either the International Labor Party 
or the university group referred to, 
or both together, sent an envoy to 
make proporals to Gemany. That 
cannot prove, and Baron Von Kom- 
bere’s caller mentioned no names, and 
made it clear that he was, officially, 
apeakine for himself alone.

That the danger to English Pacific- 
dete i@ not imaginary, may be inferred 
from the slogan “Ramsay MacDonald

eulation. edited by Horatio Bottom- 
ley. who was recently deputed by the 
government to go into the shipbuild- 
ime district and spur the workers to 
greater efforts. Mr. Bottomley. whose 
influence over the “plain people” was 
thus officially recognized, closed a bit- 
ter attack on MacDonald as a coward 
and traitor with the sentence, “I de- 
mantl that Rameay MaeDonald be 
taken to the Tower and shot at 
dawn!” Mr. MacDonald ts leader of 
the International Labor Party. If he 
or his associates had anything to do 
with this peace mission to Switzerland, 
i may now be understood why it 
would be inadvisable for them to 


avow the fact.

“I ventured to point out to His Ex- 
cellency that whether the German 
cause was just or unjust, the fact was 
undeniable that to a great extent the 
sympathy of the world was est 

from that cause, that the use of such 
a phrase as ‘a scrap of paper’ in ref- 
erence to an international treaty by a 
German statesman was, to say the 
least, unfortunate and calculated to 
alarm all those smaller states, who 
felt that their existence depended on 
the recognition of similar documents. 
T told him that the time had come 
when Germany could reinstate herself 
in the opinion of the world and In that 
of those of her own people, who hesi- 
tated to accept the invasion of Belgium 
as a step essential to the salvation 
of Germany. 

“Now was the time for Germany to 
restate, in formal and deliberate terms 
addressed not only to her enemies, but 
to the heads of all neutral states, the 
grounds on which she believed herself 
to be engaged in this war, the grounds 
on which she was still willing, even 
today, to accept peace. Unless Ger- 
miany had changed her mind, these 
terme were no less and no more than 
a guarantee that she was safe from 
agereasion, that none of the allies, 
either separately or together, desired 
to threaten or to attack her. I added 
that Germany had always disclaimed 
any desire to annex territory and be- 
fore the war, when hostilities with 
Russia and France seemed imminent, 
had invited Britain to remain neutral 
on the triple and generous condition 
of respect to Belgian neutrality and, 
jn the event of victory, of abstention 
from annexation of French territory 
in Europe or in her colonies. 


“If today Germany formally re- 
stated her position, she would there- 
by force the allies to declare their 
terms and the grounds upon which 
they believed themselves at war, If, 
as they had repeatedty declared, their 
object was only toe defend Belgtum and 
to protect France from aggression, that 
object by Germany's own admission 
was already attained. For if Germany 
obtained the guarantee she sought of 
safety from aggression. by any or all 
of the allies, and if, as she declared, 
‘she intended no annexation of con- 
quered country, there remained no 
reason why the terms of peace should 
not be immediately entered upon. If, 
on the other hand, the allies were de- 
termined to continue the war in the 
endeavor to force Germany out of ter- 
ritory. which teday by success in the 
first few months of the war she claimed 
she defensively occupied, or to beat 
Germany back within her pwn 
frontiers and in the event of a suc- 
ceasful issue to dictate humiliating 
terms of peace. then at any rate, the 
responsibility of so continuing the war 
lay upon their shoulders and not upon 


Germany's. 
“The Ambassador heard me in =l- 


emphasize Germany's point of view or 
to protest against the attitude of the 
allies. I shall never forget the impres- 
sion of sincerity I received in proofs 
he gave me, from personal and private 
experiences, of the sudden unex- 
pectedness of the outbreak of war, of 
his own family, for instance, in Ger- 
many near the Russian frontier to- 
wards the end of July, and unwarned 
and unrecalled even by the Minister's 
own friends in the German Foreign 
Office, who had no idea of the im- 
minence of war. 

“I myself had been told tn Paris by 
the Prince of Monaco how, when the 
guest of the Emperor at Kiel at the 
end of June, some time after the as- 
saasination of the Austrian heir, the 
Emperor pointed out some half-dozen 
vast Pritish warships present as his 
guests, saying: “That does not look as 
if war with England were likely.” And 
yet he is accused of having prepared 
for war for months if not years, and 
our own War Minister, Lord Kitch- 
ener, does not hesitate, in the House 
of Lords, to say that the very date 
had been decided upon. 

AS TO RUSSIA. 


Russia, the Minister assured me was 
the universal belief in Germany, had 
prepared and desired the war In which, 
by her alliance, France must take 
part, even if her ideas of revenge for 
1870 were not a sufficiently strong in- 
ducement’? Britain, he added, entered 
the war upon the question of Belgian 
neutrality; although that could only 
have been a pretext seeing that Ger- 
many offered to respect it, and seeing 
that already, before the war, Britain 
had shown her solidarity with France. 

“He had listened to my suggestion.” 
he said, “because he appreciated per- 
zonally the motives of my visit, and 
he dared not repel or affect to ignore 
any effort to bring about an honorable 
termination to the war so costly tin all 
that was precious. At the same time 
he felt bound to add that the question 
was one for the military authorities 
and that to them there might appear 
objections. Such a statement from 
Germany might be interpreted as a 
confeasion of weakness, might 
strengthen a flagging energy on the 
part of enemies, might 
necessitate a chatige or cessation of 
certain military movements; that Ger- 
many’s innocence in this war was well 
known, that it was difficult to see what 
guarantee the allies would be able to 
offer, and #o on. 

“I answered that such a statement 
as I suggested was not superfluous 
to clear Germany's attitude, would be 
to many people a revelation, and that, 
whatever the difficulties of the cuar- 
antee, those difficulties would lie, not 
upon Germany, but upon the allies, 
who would have to satisfy Germany as 
to their value, perhaps even by an ap- 
peal to a mutually acceptable power, 
gay the President of the United 
States. I added that while the mili- 
tary power might see objections to a 
cessation of hostilities the last word 
really lav with the civil representa- 
tives of the nation, with the Chancel- 
lories and the Foreign Secretary in 
consultation with the Emperor and his 


ff. 

“The Ambassador was anxious to 
hear if I in any way approached him 
as representing more or less formally 
any individtials, or political groups in 
my own country or in France. I as- 
sured him I did not, although I felt, 
from long residence both in Britain 
and tn France that there was an im- 
portant section of public opinion in 
both countries that regretted the war, 
that realized that It increased rather 
than diminished the European prob- 
lems it proposed to solve and that 
would hail with jov the possibility of 
release from the slaughter, upon all 
sides, of lives so valuable end so es- 
sential to the future of the world. . 

‘The Ambassador promised to for- 
ward my proposal to Berlin, along 
with a short paper entitled “The Wav 
Out,” which summarized the ideas I 
had ventured to submit to him. He 
added that while he doubted whether 
any positive result would come from 
my. efforts, he had been pleased to 
meet me and listen to my Meneage as 
from an unprefudiced observer in- 
epired by a sympethetic regard for 
hoth the nattona tnvolved and a ain- 
cere desire to concribute to their rec- 
onciiiation. Paron Von Romberg con- 
sidered that the steps I had taken 
would be of value in the sympathetic

understanding, was prepared by the 
unofficial envoy. It is possible, al- 
though he did not say so, that the 
document transmitted to Berlin by the 
German Ambassador was in part com- 
posed of the following, which seemed 
to me the sanest exposition of the 
terrible world conflagration that has 
been offered by anyone either in 
Europe or in neutral America. The 
British pacifist’s views, which I re- 
peat are those of an important sec- 
tion of the British public, important 
though at present submerged; im- 
portant intellectually if not numeric- 
ally, follows: 

“In general terma, the condition of 
reconciliation depends upon our see- 
ing both sides of the shield of truth, 
upon recognition by each of the 
other’s view point, upon an honest en- 
deavor to put ourselves in the other 
man’s place. This may seem difficult 
when one of the causes of the war 
is complete disbelief in the adver- 
eary'’s assertions. He has broken his 
word, we say, But can we deny his 
nesertion that we have sometimes 
broken our pledged word? Den- 
mark in 1807, Persia in 19077 What 
are most treaties but conditions of 
peace dictated to a broken power? 
Does any reasonable man expect the 
last of them, the treaty of Bucha- 
rest, to be honored by its signato- 
ries? The Crimean war forced Rus- 
sia to sign the treaty of Paria, which 
she promptly violated in 1870. Has 
anyone accused her of dishonor 
therefor? Our adversary lived, he 
says, in dread of Russian aggression. 
Have we given that dread due con- 
sideration ? 

“But let ue avoid details lest we 
lose sight of principles . 

“The object of this war te peace, the 
peace we belfeve we could not obtain 
by any other means. We expect it to 
be a sound peace, based on national 
aspirations and therefore on right 
rather than on might. But by war it 
is obvious that our might ts the means 
by which we hope to reach it, so, for 
once in the world’s history, might Its 
really to Impose right. But our ad- 
versaries have dreaded the might on 
our side opposed to them. They were 
not sure that their powerful neigh- 
bore, Russia and France, were inter- 
ested only in the right, and to resist 
force they too were ready. Have we 
done their position justice? We think 
we have. They think we have not. 
We say no one would have attacked 
them had they refrained from attack. 
They say they were encircied by ad- 
vancing foes and must strike first for 
their lives. 

“Peace then, lasting peace, is our 
object In this war. But lasting peace 
implies agreement, complete harmony 
among those at present bent on each 
other's destruction. How can that 
come about? Quite easily if each of 
us be taken at his word. And that 
is my way of reconciliation—prove 
that we mean what we say and 
no more than that the other do like- 
wise. Is that impossible’ 

“Almost at the onset of the war, 
when all ite evil forces had acquired 
an irresistible momentum, one of Pu- 
rope’s statesmen suggested a feder- 
ation of Europe by which the hostile 
groups—to whose existence as dip- 
tomatic entities this war is due— 
could be mutually guaranteed againat 
attack, ‘a definite rapprochement be- 
tween the powers.” It is as certain 
as anything can be that some such 
European federation, or better still, 
warld-federation, must be the outcome 
ofthis armageddon if poor humanity 
is to survive. If that suggestion came 
too late, is it not possible now, when 
the nations have appealed to war and 
realized its futility and hideous cost 
in life and all worth living. that it 
would meet the desires of all” 

“All nations engaged in the war to- 
day hold they are fighting tn the de- 
fense of their land, of their people. 
Will they prove it? How may Ger- 
many prove it? How shall the allies 
prove it? 

“The accusation against Germany 
by her enemies is that as a nation 
she is carrying out the ambition of 
her Pan-nationalists to impose by 
force her ideals on the world—to plant 
the German flag on Beigian, French, 
Russian and British territory—an am- 
bition that these allies are determined 
to oppose. The allies disclaim any 
desire to dismember or to crush Ger- 
many, they have seen the results of 
that policy already in Europe. But 
they do desire to liberate themselves, 
Europe, and the world, from the 
nightmare of possible wars in the 
future. 

“The anewer of Germany to that 
accusation has been made over and 
over again. They desire no territory. 
They have seen the error of 1870, 
when the forcible annexation of terri. 
tory, disapproved by Bismarck, led to 
armaments, unrest within the empire, 
and this war. They desire no terri- 
tory in France, in Belgium or else- 
where. But they have taken up the 
sword to defend their hearths and 
homes, and they are on foreign soll 
today by victory tn the early stages 
of that defensite war. Guarantee 
them what they asked before the war 
—safety from aggression—and upon 
that condition, and that condition only, 
will they retire from the ground they 
occupy today. Deny them that guar- 
= and they will die rather than 
yield. 


“But who destres aggression”? Who 
would have attacked Germany? Do 


not all the allies deny any such in- 
tention? Has it all been a misunder- 
standing? Has all this wrongdoing 


emanated from an ill-grounded fear 
of one’s neighbor, a panic that dare 
not wait but must act at once? Ob- 
viously, that and that alone, is the 
explanation of this war, the saddest 
end most monstrous tragedy of errors 
that the world has ever seen. 

“Today then peace, or at least ar- 
rest of the war, is possible if these 
simple conditions could be formulated. 
The problems in Europe today must 
be settled ultimately by discussion, 
and by mutual agreement on terms 
only to be reached by patience. War, 
and war alone, can never solve such 
complicated questions. War is never 
a solution, and today more than ever 
it is an aggravation. «Arrest then of 
the war is the first step towards at- 
taining the object we all seek. 

“Let Germany announce to a listen- 
ing world that the hoise and din of 
battles have made us all, herself per- 
haps included, forget that she seeks 
no aggrandisement, that her motto is 
defense, not defiance. 

“Lat the allies meet the statemente 
with the terms on which they, too, 
desire peace and if these terms in- 
volve no humi{lationg no spollation, 
no menace, may we not hope that 
the nations, whose courage in face of 
great peril is once more proved, may 
see eye to eye and join hands in the 
peaceful work before them?” —

ST. QUENTIN (France) May 25,.-— 
For generations the Bavarian soldier 
has sustained the reputation of being 
one of the best fighting units in the 
world. He hag always been, in the 
eyes of his opponents, a very terrible 
man to be pitted against. His name 
has been synonymous with military 
efficiency and, especially during the 
present war, his enemies have whis- 
pered more than that about him. 

Many do not know or will not be- 
Neve that the Bavarian has any other 
side than a fierce desire to fight and 
to win, at any price. He is at the 
same time singularly devout and reli- 
gious and in thig lies one explanation 
for the present relative content of the 
civil population of that part of con- 
quered France which lies to the north- 
ward. German system, in taking scru. 
pulous care of the people, has played 
a large part, but the religious nature 
of the Bavarian soldier has had a 
share in the result. 

An Associated Press correspondent 
who toured Northern France recently 
listened with some little degree of in- 
credulousness as German officials in- 
sisted that the population of the oc- 
cupied country and of the cities were 
quiet and submissive, fairly happy and 
bore few traces of bitterness toward 
the invaders. 

PEOPLE ACQUIESCENT. 

The people, to be sure, showed no 
outward signs of resentment. Nor 
would those with whom the corre- 
spondent talked admit of harboring 
ill-feelings against the Germans. 
Nevertheless it seemed impossible 
that they could be reconciled to their 
position. Then there entered into the 
problem the religious equation — 
stronger probably in Northern France 
than anywhere else where fighting 
now in going on. 

Through the wonderful stained- 
giass windows of the cathedral of St. 
Quentin there streamed the afternoon 
sun of an early May Sunday. illumi- 
nating the strangest congregation that 
probably ever gathered in beautiful 
old Notre Dame. In the great nave 
there knelt'fully 1000 women from all 
Classes of the population. Three- 
quarters at least wore mourning — 
mute evidence that they had lost sons 
and husbands, brothers and lovers. 
The etrains of a wonderful organ car- 
ried far into the streets about the 
eathedral, attracting more @n@ more 
from outside. 

BAVARIANS KNEEL. 


At first glance one saw only the 
women in their deep mourning. Then, 
however, there came inte View the 
drab gray uniforms of scores of Ba- 
varian soldiera, kneeling, not on the 
littie chairs, but on the stone floor. 
Some held little prayer-books and 
were mumbling prayers in German 
even while the French priest chanted 
m his own language. As the music 
continued more and more é@oldiers en- 
tered the church, and, finding no 
room among the audience, knelt in 
the rear until the building was packed 
clear to the doors. 

Suddenly the mass came to an end. 
The women—but not the soldiers— 
rose. By twos and threes they be- 
gan to file out of the cathedral, past 
the men who had come into posses- 
sion of their city and who had been 
responsible for the death of their 
loved ones. 

The correspondent scanned each 
face for some trace of the bitterness 
he expected to find written there. 
Not one woman in all the audience 
of a thousand cast even a resentful 
glance at the soldiers. Instead, there 
was almost universal approval as the 
French women walked by the rough 
Gernan soldiers—peasants mostly— 
and saw their devotion. The antag- 
oniem that was to be expected seemed 
to have been banished by the bond 
of a common religion and @ common 
devotion. 

GERMAN PRIEST ENTERS. 

Hiardly had the women left the 
church than a German priest entered 
and began a mass in German espe- 
cially for the soldiers, who gradually 
filled up the body of this church just 
vacated. The organ pealed again and 
this time the men, and not the chotr, 
took up the refrain, and sang until 
the whole building reverberated with 
the melody. 

Half an hour later the soldiers were 
seen on the streets of St. Quentin, 
chatting, laughing, greeting here and 
there some Frenchman Whom they 
had come to know during the months 
of occupation. The brief episode ‘n 
Notre Dame, wholly commonplace in 
many ways and yet given to so few 
to see, had put an entirely different 
complexion on an otherwise inexplica- 
ble situation. It was wo longer hard 
to understand why there is little feel- 
ing on the part of the inhabitants of 
St. Quentin.

OB ANGELES is the world's most 
highly developed automobile mar- 
ket, according to EB. 8. Jordan, 
sales manager for the Jeffrey Motor 
Car Company. Mr. Jordan was in Los 
Angeles last week on a tour of inspec- 
tion through the western territory. 

According to Jordan, California is at 
least a year and a half ahead of the 
Middie West in motor car market de- 
velopment, and six months ahead of 
New York and Philadelphia. He at- 
tributes this to California's excellent 
highways and her year-around motor- 
ing climate. The California motor mar- 
ket is closér the saturation point than 
any other section of the country, and 
this has naturally brought the most ad- 
vanced selling problems to the dealers 
of this section. Problems are solved 
here long before they are encountered 
in the Bast. 

Three things will be n for 
the future motor car according 
to Mr, Jordan. They have already be- 
come apparentin California and are 
rapidly being recognized in the Bast. 
They are a car which has an appeal to 
one of three classes of motor buyers, 
plenty of capital and a factory with the 
production to get the cost to the lowest 
possible point. 


THE DIVISIONS. 

The three classes into which Mr. 
Jordan divides the coming motor car 
business are the rich buyer who wants 
a etyle car, the man who seeks a 
standard car at a standard price and 
= man who wishes an inexpensive 


the former, comfort, luxurious-

The second class of buyers includes 
those who seek a comfortable, roomy 
car at a moderate price. It must be

whether four, six, eight or twelve, does 
not matter. 

The third class includes the buyers 
who want cheap cara. and in this field 
the man who can build the cifeapest 
car which will do the work, who can 
get the necessary production to bring 
down the overhead cost to the lowest 
possible figures, will win out. 

Mr. Jordan is the man who handled 
negotiations with foreign powers for 
the sale of the great fleets'of Jeffrey 
quadruple drive trucks for use in the 
war. The shipping records of the port 
of New York show that the Jeffrey 
company has been very active in the 
disposal of trucks to the powers at 
war. The first Jeffrey quads were taken 
to Europe by the Canadian contin- 
gent and used in England while 
were awaiting the call to the 
When that call came they too Sods th 
trucks with them. 


THE RECORDS. 


The shipping records show the deliv- 
ery on shipboard for England of twen- 
ty-five trucks early in October, and 
of a similar number for Russia. The 
next shipment was of 200 quads for 
the French government. In addition, 
fifty ton and a half trucks were 
shipped. Then came thé shipment of 
forty more to the Canadian contin- 
gent. 

Ambulances mounted on three-quar- 
ter-ton chassis were the next ship- 
ment to France... One thousand of these 
were delivered through New York. Fur- 
ther shipments during the winter, the 
records show, amounted to 100 for Ser- 
via, and fifty for Belgium. Early in 
the spring a shipment of 600 quad- 
ruple-drive trucks was made to the 
Ruasian government. Two hundred 
more quads were shipped to France. 

It ia reported that 375 more quads 
are now going through the factory for 
the Russian government. 

The trucks are shipped by train from 
the Jeffrey factory to New York and 
within seventy-two hours after ship- 
ment they have been received and 
pald for. All payments are made 
int New York banks.
